WASTE OF CHEESE FACTORIES, 

Until this year the butter fat not. 
utilized in the umtking of cheese has, 
gone to waste and, ingidertly has con- 
tributed largely to the odorous whey 
that emanates from cheese factories. 
Now, however, « few enterprising 
cheese men have poured the whey in- 
toa separator, extracted the fat, and 
have made butter therefrom, such ex-. 
ecllent butter that samples have taken 
rizes at the fall fairs from farm dair- 
ies, and, in certain cases, from cream- 
eries, 

One man writes to the Ontario Agri- 
cultural Department that he has real- 
izeg’ $1,500 on this whey butter this 
year, and that in the last few years 
fully $10.000 has gone into the swamp 
near his factory indiscarded whey. 

This whey butter will add thousands | 
of dollars every yer to the dairy pro-) 
ducts of Ontario, he concludes, as this, 
year’s experiment will be the rule, and | 
not the exception in a year or tWo.

BONE CARPENTRY. 


Surgeons Use Screws for Patching Up 
Fractures. 


One of the most up-to-date devices al 
the medical exhibilion in the Moriicul- 
tural Hall, London, is an array of com- 
mon steel serews, ranging in size fron) 
u quarter of an inch lo) three inches, 
peautifully silver-plated. These the mo- 
dern surgeon ‘ses to screw up fractured 
benes. and they are left in the patient for 
life. There is no danger of the fracture 
becoming displaced, and the limb can be 
used at the earliest possible moment 
after the operateion, 

A species of twin tin-lack is also re- 
commended in “bone carpentry’ —twe.

The speed and general performance 
of the great Cunard steamship Lusitan- 
ja and the stijl-better promise of her 
Sister ship the Mauretania have lifted 
the Marine Parsons Steam Turbine into 
world-wide prominence. , 

Yet few people really have any clear 
idea of the mode of action. of. the steam 
turbine. It is nol, however, a difficult 
subject, to understand in an elemen- 
lary sense, 

The modern scietttific view of steam 
and of all other gases is that they con- 
sist of an aggregate of invisible spheri- 
cal or flattened spherical bodies endow- 
ed by heat with the power of rapid 
movement, 


LIKE A WINDMILL. 


The small atéms of steam have this 
automatic heat movement to} the extent 
Gl some 2,000 feet per secorid, and, for 
their size, are endowed with preoportion- 
ately @s much force or energy as a can- 
hon ball, ae 

In @ windmill there are a few broad 
arms or sails get fast in a boss on a 
retating shaft. The face of the wind- 
wheel is held squarely t§ the moving 
air, but each ‘arm ts twisted &f a sma!) 
angle so that the air atoms which strike 
the arms are deflected in their course. 

Now a turbine may not inaptly be 
likened to a large number of windmills 
closely Spaced on the-same shaft and 
with an equal number of fixed wind- 
mills placed between the moving blades 
énd with their blades oppositely sjant- 
«| somewhat. 

The wind would be compelled to tra- 
vel from one mill to the other in a zig 
zag path, and-at each deflection as it 
struck @ fresh set of moving blades it 
would lose some of its forward velo- 
city. The energy’ represented by this 
forward velocity is not Jost, but is con- 
Verted into metion for the mill. Now 
In a Stearn turbine the working gas has 
a pressure of perhaps fifteen atmos- 
pheres, and {lt ls very dense and heavy 
in consequence, 


STEAM IN PLACE OF WIND. 


Becuuse of this, much of it can pass 


through w narrow space, and our crude | 


and clumsy wind sails are sheurtened 
down into narre. sUff blades of steel 
or copper alloy set closely upon a ¢y- 
lindrical body of steel. This cyhndri- 
cal body rotates inside a hollow cylin-

Sheathing a ship is coverjng the bot- 
tom with a sheath of copper. 
seas, but particuiarly in those of the 
tropics, the hulls of ships are liable to 
the attack of certain worms which 
penetrate the ‘hardest wood and have 
been known in the course of a few 
months to damage the hull so as to 
render thé vessel worthless. Copper 
sheathing protects the ship not only 
against the attacks of these borers, 
but also against decay, and is especial- 
ly. valuable in the case of iron ships, 
the metal rapidly oxidizing and. becom- 
ing brittle when exposed to the action 
of .he sea water,

The night hath a thousand eyes, but 
a nasturtium leaf has more. Holding 
up his band/in front of a desert shrub, 
anu experimenter has taken a micro- 
“photograph showing half a dozen dis- 
tinct images of his fingers formed by 
the eyes of the plant. Many common 
garden and wild flewers—the nastur- |. 
tium, begonia, clover, wood sorrel and 
bluebell among others--possess eyes 
situated on their leaves, They age mi- | 
_nute protuberances filled with a trans- | 
parent gummy .matter which focuses 
the rays of light on to a sensitive patch 
of tissue at the back of it in a similar 
manner to that in which the eyes of an 
animal do their work. A common nas- 
turtium plant has thousands of such 
eyelets on its leaves, forming thou- 
sands of minute images of the objects 
around them, But-—though a plant may 
have eyes, it does not follow that it 
sees. It is not yet known if the sense 
impressions .are telegraphed to some 
central nerve exchange corresponding 
to the brain of the animal. In addition 
to these light sense organs many plants 
possess a touch of sensitiveness and a 
response to electric stimuli.that show 
' further resemblance to the animal 

world, while ferns, messes and sea- 
{ weeds in an eaPly stage of their ex- 
istence are capable of actually swim- 
. ning through water.

HIGH EXPLOSIVE SHELLS. 


The Japanese/soon realized, however.

Shells, ‘All the ships in Admira! To- 
go’s fleet used these slrells at the battle 


‘of Tsushima. 


The shells exploded at the least con- 
lact, and sent out tremendous heat, 
Similar to that which followed the ex- 
plosions on the French battleship. Jena 
at Toulon some wnonths ago. The hard. 
est. metals were melted, and produced 
un enormous volume of destructive gas- 
es—carbonic acid and bioxide of nitro. 
gen—which suffocated every One who 
breathed them. 

These gases, penetrating’ the Russian 
ships through the ventilators and other 
inlets, asphyxiated (he men on the low- 
est deck. 4 

“In the official-reports which furnish- 
¢d me with this information,” coh- 
tinued Admiral Genminet, “I found two 
significant facts. On a certain Russian 
Ship /two of the heavy guns had ceased 
fire. .The mechanism was _ inspected 
and found intact, but’ all the members 
of the gun crews were lying dead in the 
turrets, having been asphyxiated. 

“The other fact was even more dis- 
quieting. During the engagement the 
electric light on the same ship, failed. 
The wires and dynamos were: found to 
be in perfect. order, but the electricians 
were lying dead beside the dynamos. 
They, too, “were asphyxiated by the 
gases arising fram these high explosive 
shells.

Result of Rescue Work at Sea Carried 
on by British Bodies. 


In considering the risk of life by ship- 
wreck—and-a British blue book dealing 
with the subject fer the year ended 
June 30, 1906, is just issued—it is well 
tu take into account the lives saved from 
Wrecks as well as the number of per- 
sens who perished. * 

The total number 6f @¥es lost through 
wreck in British ships in the twelve 
months was 779, made up of 659 sea- 
men and 120 passengers. Although the 
less of life in 1906 was’ swollen by the 
loss of the Hilda (131 lives), the figures 
show a decrease of 739 compared with 
the annual average for the previous 2%4 
years, ,
